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Applicants definition at the top of page 9 of their specification merely defines "vinyl 
aromatic hydrocarbon block" as a block having a DP of about 30 or more. All of Knolls 
blocks have a preferred molecular weight of greater than 3000 (column 5, lines 16-21). 
The DP of a copolymeric block of styrene and butadiene is 30 even when using a 
molecular weight of the monomeric unit of 100 (a molecular weight much closer to 

« 

styrene than butadiene rather than a weighted average of the two monomers used as 
would be more proper). The examiner assumes that the method of KOLTHOFF 
discussed by applicants on page 9 measures DP of homopolymeric blocks of styrene 
but this fact does not appear to have any bearing on applicants definition at the top of 
page 9. Applicants appear possibly to be viewing "polymerization degree" as the degree 
of polymerization of homo polymeric sequences of styrene, not the block itself, but this is 
unclear. In any case there is nothing at page 9, lines 1-3 that indicate such a narrow 
definition of "average polymerization degree" is intended. Applicants statement at the 
top of page 5 of their remarks that 100% of the vinyl aromatic blocks of Knoll have a 
molecular weight of 35,000 or less also ignores the fact that Knolls block copolymers 
also contain terminal homopolymeric blocks of styrene "A". 
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
